The indictments grew out of the col- 
lapse of the Pemiscot County Bank, 
June 5, 19183, when the institution was 
found to have nearly $400,000 lé8s money 
than it should have. 

Albert C, Tindle, cashier, and Thomas 
B. Ward, assistant cashier, are named 
in one indictment of eight counts, which 
charges that they devised a scheme by 
which the United States mails were 
used to defraud stockholders and de- 
positors of the bank. In a second in- 
dictment Tindle, Ward and W. H. John- 
son, a bookkeeper, are named, and the 
time offense is charged. 

The attention of District Attorney 
llouts was called to the Pemiscot Coun- 
ty bank's affairs after expert account- 
fits, acting for President Cunningham 
of the bank, had made an exhaustive ip- 
‘estigation of its books,

Indictments Are Unusual. 
When the Federal grand jury imet in 


“t. Louis last week Hall placed before 
it all the evidence gathered by the ac- 
‘ountants and Martin, and the indict- 
ments charging the use of the mails in 
a scileme to defraud were returned. 
The cases differ from the usual bank 
failure cases in that they charge that 
the cefendants caused to be deliverec 
mn St, letters mailed by them if 
furtherance of the alleged scheme ) 
defraud. It is customary to return such 
indictments in the district in which th 
letters were naailed. 

One of the methods alleged is that 
they would obtain by mail from cor- 
respondents, the National Bank of 
Commerce, the Mechanics- American 
Bank and the Central National Bank, 
all of St. Louis, funds of the Pemiscot 
County Bank on deposit in St. Louts, 
"pon the representation that the 
money was for the usg or the Pemis- 
fot County Bank. No entry was 
made on the books of the Pemiscot 
County bank showing the withdraw- 
al of the funds from the correspond- 
ent banks, according to the indict- 
ments, and the money obtained would 
be used by the men under indictment 
for themselves or the firms in which 
they were _interested.

“Our vosition is that the question be- 
country is simply whether the 
Congress will give the 
people of the various states the right 
to pass on the matter,’’ said Hobson. 

He contended that his resolution, di- 
rected against the sale of “liquor for 
‘“heverage purposes,’ would not inter- 
fere with states’ rights. He said that 
under the proposed amendment it would 
be possible to manufacture liquor “for 
but ‘“‘not for sale.’’ The amend- 
ment. he said, ‘“‘would not interfere with 
the old drinker drinking,’ but would 
prevent the “‘debauching of youth.”’ 

He explained that the present revenue 
laws would be repealed by his amend- 
iment, which would permit anyone to 
make whisky for his own use. He de- 
clared that about 55 per cent of the 
neople in the United States were living 
in prohibition territory. 

Names Offered for Sale. 

William H. Anderson, president of the 
New York Anti-Saloon League, placed 
in the record a letter addressed to 
whisky ‘“‘cure’’ concern at Dwight, IIL, 
and signed by a distillers’ distributing 
company at Kansas City, Mo. 

“Our customers are your prospective 
patients,” it read. ‘‘We can put on your 
desk «u mailing list of over 50,000 indi- 
vidual consumers of liquor. Each indi- 
vidual on the list is a regular user of 
liquor. The list of names is new, live 
and active. We will furnish this list in 
quantities at the prices listed below.’’ 

A scale then was given.

Hampton Roads Activity Rivals 
Spanish-American War Days. 
NORFOLK, Va., April 15.—The bat- 
tleships Arkansas, Vermont, New 
Hampshire and New Jersey and the 
dispatch boat Yankton sailed from 
Hampton Roads today for Mexican wa- 
ters, at full speed. All but the Yank- 

ton were in their war paint of gray. 

The activities in Hampton Roads al- 
most equalled some of the scenes pre- 
ceding the departure of Rear Admiral 
Schley’s flying. squadron during the 
Spanish-American War. 

Rear Admiral Fiske, 
ations, who came down from Washing- 
ton last night to bear formal orders to 
Rear Admiral Badger, found every prep- 
aration being made for hurried depart- 
ure when he stepped aboard the flag- 
ship Arkansas. 

A heavy mist hung over Hampton 
Roads. There were signs on every ship 
of their preparedness to get away un- 
der hurry orders. 

The dispatch boat Yankton then oc: 
cupied a position close by Rear Admiral 
Radger’s flagship, the Arkansas. The 
torpedo boat destroyers Parker, Cassin, 
Cummings and Benham were at anchor 
close by the battleships Vermont and 
New Jersey. 

To complete the coaling of the New 
Hampshire it was necessary to work 
all last night. Eighteen hundred tons 
were put in her bunkers. The New 
Hampshire's regular crew was augment- 
ed by 53 apprentice seamen from St. 
Helena. 

Before the vessel sailed an- 
other detail of seamen was transferred 
to her from the receiving ships Frank- 
Richmond for distribution 
among the vessels of the fleet The 
repair ship Vestal. the ammunition 
ship Lebanon and the naval tugs Pa- 
tapsco, Patuxent, Sonoma and “Ontario 
are preparing for sea. The Lebanon and 
tugs would prove especially available 
for landing parties, owing to their com- 
paratively light draft. 

The battleship Delaware did not get 
eway. She was held for repairs and 
overhauling. 

When Admiral Badger reached Tam- 
pico he will have under his command 17 
vessels, carrying a total of 49 guns. Of 
these 11 are battleships and several of 
them carry 12-inch guns.

Complete Apology 
HE ceremony of saluting 
+ the flag of another na- 
tion is the most com- 
plete courtesy that can be 
given. The flag is emblematic 
of its people, and when it is 
saluted, it is a salute to the na- 
tion. When it is done under 
pressure, as is now demanded 
of Huerta, it is the most com- 
plete apology that can be made. 

The theory is that the repara- 
tion must equal the offense, and 
that the American flag, and 
therefore the American people, 
were humiliated by the wanton 
arrest of members of their 
navy, and the only suitable rep- 
aration that can be made is to 
salute the flag. 

The ceremony is performed 
by running up the flag of the 
nation ¢o be honored or apolo- 
gized to over a public building, 
a fort when there is one, and 
then firing a salute of 21 guns. 
This will be the form in which 
reparation is rendered at 
Tampico, if the United States 
demands are complied with. 
The act must be performed in 
the presence of officials of the 
offended nation.

OFFENSES BESIDES THAT

Administration Statement Declares U. S. Orderly" 
in Uniform Was Arrested at Vera Cruz After 
Tampico Incident and Official Dispatch Was 
Withheld From O’Shaughnessy.

WASHNIGTON, April 15.—Huerta will salute the American

| happens afterward depends on Huerta. That is President Wilson's 


determination. Leaders in Congress, with whom he conferred to- 
day, agreed there was ample precedent for such action. 

Not only the Tampico incident, but a long series of indignities 
offered to the United States to the conspicuous exclusion of other 
foreign nations represented in Mexico, has convinced the Presi- 
dent and his advisers that the United States has been singled out 
for ‘‘ manifestations of ill-will and contempt.’’ 


Official dispatches to Charge O’Shaughnessy have been inter. 


cepted by the Mexican censor.

Statement of President’s Position. 
The following official statement was issued today as representing the 
views of President Wilson and the administration: 

‘In discussions in official circles in Washington, of the present 
Mexican situation, the following points have been very much dwelt 
upon: 3 

“It has been pointed out that in considering the present somewhat | 
delicate situation in Mexico, the unpleasant incident at Tampico must | 
not be thought of alone. For some time past the de facto government 
of Mexico has seemed to think mere apologies sufficient when the 
rights of American citizens or the dignity of the Government of the 
United States were involved and has apparently made no attempt at 
either reparation, or the effective correction of the serious derelictions — 

of its civil and military officers. e 

“Immediately after the incident at Tampico an orderly from one of 
the ships of the United States in the harbor of Vera Cruz, who had been 
sent ashore to the postoffice for the ship’s mail and who was in uni- 
form and who had the official mail bag on his back, was arrested 
and put into jail by the local authorities. He was subsequently re- 
leased and a nominal punish ment irf'icted upon the officer who had 
arrested him, but it was significant that an orderly from the fleet of 
the United States was picked out from the Many persons constantly 
going ashore on various errands from the various ships in the harbor,

“Most serious of all, the officials in charge of the telegraph offices 


at Mexico City presumed to withhold an official dispatch of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to its Embassy at Mexico City, until it 
should have been sent to the censor and his permission received to 
deliver it, and gave the dispatch ‘nto the hands of the Charge d’Af- _ 
fairs of the United States only upon his personal and emphatic de- 
mand, he having in the meantime learned through other channels that 
a dispatch had been sent him which he had not received. 

“It cannot but strike anyone who has watched the course of 
events in Mexico as significant that untoward incidents such as these ~ 
have not occurred in any case where representatives of other goveri- 
ments were concerned, but only in dealings with representatives of the 
United States and that there has been no occasion for other govern- 
ments to call attention to such matters or to ask for apologies. 

“These repeated offenses against the rights and dignity of the 
United States, offenses not duplicated with regard to the representa- 
tives of other governments, have n carily made the impression that © 
the Government of the United States was singled out for manifesta- — 
tions of ill-will and contempt. :

By Wire From the Washington Bn- 
reau of the Post-Dispaich, 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—Congress, it 
is believed, will uphold the President 
in whatever action he takes in Mexico. 
The more belligerent he is the better 
it will please many Senators. 
Senator Shiveley, acting chairman of 


the Committee on Foreign Relations, 

went to the State Department and con- 

ferred with Secretary Bryan immediately 
after the Atlantic fleet was ordered to 

Tampico. 

Senators were reluctant to comment 
for publication on the action of the 
administration. Senator Lodge, ranking 

Republican member of the Foreign Re- 

lations Committee, declared the situa- 

tioa In Mexico is “‘serious.’’ He would 
not comment further. Senator McCum- 
ber, a Conservative Republican, de- 
clared the President is right in de- 
manding amends from Huerta. 
Justifiable, Says Senator Fall, 

Senator Fall of New Mexico, said: 
“An attack upon Tampico now, in view 
of the failure of Mr. Huerta to accede 
to our demands, would be justification 
for Mr. Iluerta to consider it an act 
of war and declare war himself upon 
the United States. I am speaking from 
the standpoint of international law. 

“However, the act of the President 
in enforcing his demands for a salute 
io the flag, no matter what the result 
might be—even to blowing Tampico into 
the harbor—would be justifiable by 
every other nation. I certainly have 
no criticism to make of President Wil- 
son's policy at this time.’’ 

Senator Poindexter, Progressive, of 
Washington, said: “I think it is about 
time we took some decisive action in 
regard to Mexico. I hope we will back 
up our demand for an apology. I think 
tear Admiral Mayo is right in saying 
that unless we do so our ships might 
as Well leave Mexican waters.”’ 

Murdock “Glad of It.” 

Senator Bryan, Democrat, of Florida. 
a member of the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, had this to say: ‘There is no 
other course for the President to take 
under international law and to preserve 
the nation’s honor but to demand satis- 
faction. We must maintain our posi- 
tion.” 

Representative Victor Murdock of 
Kansas, the Progressive leader, said: 
“lf am glad we are going to make the 
Mexicans respect the American flag. 
Thank God, the administration has 
finally taken a definite stand.”’ 

Representative Mann, the Republica:, 
leader, When asked for an opinion, said: 
“Now is the time for good Americans 
of all parties to keep quiet and await 
developments.”’ 

House to Support President. 

Mr. Mann’s statement appeared to ex- 
press the feeling entertained generally 
hy members of the House. Responsible 
Democratic members refused to discuss 
the situation for publication. They 
sald the President is the best judge of 
the course that must be followed end 
they propose to hear from him before 
committing themselves. 

It was the consensus of opinion in the 
House that ar - request the President 
might make to Congress at this time 
will be granted in “ungrudging man- 
ner.” 

Recent developments in the Mexican 
situation have induced many members, 
who heretofore opposed action, to con-

Secretary Seward, on Dec. 6, 1864, 
replied to a protest from Brazil, say- 
ing that the President disavowed the 
proceedings at Bahia in that he 
would suspend the commander of the 
Wachusett and direct him to appear 
before a courtmartial; that the Con- 
sul, as he admitted that he advised 
the commander would be dismissed 
and that the flag af Brazil would 
receive from the United States Navy 
the honors customary in the inter- 
course of friendly maritime powers. 


In the case of the Virginius, which 
was seized in 1873 by a Spanish gun- 
boat while flying the American flaz 
and carrying arms to the Cuban_-in- 
surgents, the reparation demanded

One instance of a salute to the flag 
as a means of nonpecuniary re- 
dress occurred © years ago at San 
Francisco. M. Dillon, the French 
Consul there, had been summoned as 
a witness by the Federal Court in 
connection with an indictment found 
against Senor Del Valle, Mexican 
Consul at San Francisco, who was 
charged with violating the neutral- 
ity act of 1818 by enlisting or hiring 
persons to enlist in the service of the 
Mexican republic. 

When the witnesses for the defense 
were called Dillon was not present. 
Under process he was brought into 
court but argued, through counsel, 
that under tne treaty of 1852 between 
the United States and France, con- 
suls could not be compelled to be 
witnesses before the courts, and, 

moreover, the consular offices were 
inviolable. Dillon stated that the pa- 
pers which he was directed to bring 
into court formed part of the archives 
of the consulate. 

When .the attachment was served 
on Dillon, he hauled down his con- 
sular flag. The case was taken up at 
Washington by the French Minister 
as involving gross disrespect to 
France. A long controversy between 
Secretary of State Marcy and the 
French Government followed. 

Finally. in August, 1855, the French 
Government agreed to accept as suf- 
ficient satisfaction an expression of 
regret by the Government of the 
United States, coupled with the pro- 
vision that ‘“‘when a French national 
ship or squadron shall appear in the 
harbor of San Francisco the United 
States authorities there, military or 
naval, will salute the national flag 
borne by such ship or squadron with 
a national salute at an hour to be 
specified and agreed on With the 
French naval commanding officer 
present, and the French ship. or 
squadron whose flag is thus saluted 
will return the salute gun for gun.” 

Another precedent is found in the 
case of the salute to the Brazilian 
flag, following the seizure of the Con- 
federate cruiser Florida by the 
’nited States warship Wachusett at 


by the United States included a sa- 
lute to the flag. Such a salute was 
conceded by Spain, but it was found 
by the Attorney-General of the Unit- 
ed States that the papers of the Vir- 
ginius were obtained on a false affi- 
davit of American ownership and the 
demand for a salute was dropped. 

The seizure of a customs house 
often has been resorted to as a 
means of obtaining satisfaction for a 
claim. In 1895 British naval forces 
were landed at Corinto, Nicaragua, 
and occupied a customs house for 10 
days until an agreement was reached 
for the payment of an indemnity, 
when the forces were withdrawn. 

In 1838 France declared a peaceful 
blockade of certain ports in Mexico 
and the Mexican Government, re- 
senting this act, declared war and

east of Torreon, according to advices 
last night to Gen. Carranza at Chi- 
huahua from Gen. Villa at the front. 

In the face of a vicious fire'from the 
Federals Gen, Villa hurled his numer- 
ically infcrior forces at the Government 
front time and again for six days of 
terrific fighting. 

That the tenacious leadership of Gen. 
Villa finally succeeded in driving the 
Federals from the city to which they 
had applied the torch before evacuating 
was paid for dearly with the lives and 
limbs of men on both sides, was gath- 
ered from the various reports received 
here. 

500 Men Lost in One Assault, 

Gen. Villa, in his official report to 
his chief, said: 

“T’have the honor to communicate to 
you that after six days of terrific fight- 
ing the town of San Pedro de las Coli- 
nas was today, at 7 p. m., evacuated by 
the enemy, which was under the com- 
mand of Gens. Velasco, de Moure, Maas, 
Hidalgo and others. 

“Before the evacuation they*set fire 
to the greater part of the city. In these 
moments my troops are taking posses- 
sion of the city. Tomorrow I will for- 
ward the details of the battle to you. 

“My only regret is that 500 of my 
troops were wounded in today’s assault. 
I have captured 700 prisoners. I hope 
the great sacrifice of human blood will 
be for the welfare of our country.” 

Report Delayed 24 Hours. 
While desultory fighting began almost 
as soon as the Federals left Torreon, 
Gen. Villa gives the duration of the bat- 
tle proper as six days, culminating with 
the flight of the Federals last Monday. 
The disordered state of affairs in the 
Torreon region illustrated by the fact 
that Villa’s report of victory required 2%4 
hours to reach Gen. Venustiano Car- 
ranza, first chief of the revolution, at 
Chihuahua. 

The Federals are reported to have re- 
tired eastward in the direction of Sal- 
tillo and Monterey, having, it is thought, 
repaired th railroad in that direction 
before the battle. 

The Federals destroyed the market 
building, a hotel and the property of 
the late President, Francisco I. Ma- 
dero, before retiring. 

Federal Loss 3500 Reported. 

It was argued that if 500 of Gen. Vil- 
la’s soldiers were incapacitated in this 
one charge the previous fighting must 
have been terrific and: the loss of life 
greater even than the loss at Torrcon. 
Reports had it that the Federals lost 
3600 killed, wounded and prisoners. Villa 
reported 700 prisoners and the casualty 
of battle to the Federals, therefore, is 
estimated at above 2500. 

The success of Gen. Villa and his 
men in driving back the forces which 
had reinforced the retreating Torreon 
garrison under command of Gen. Velas- 
co, was regarded here as the final 
struggle for the complete possession of 
Torreon, and the hewing of a way 
through the canyon country toward the 
very capitol of the nation itself. 

Rebel Sympathivers Exultant. 
Rebel officials and sympathizers were 
exultant when the news of the cap- 
ture of San Pedro was apparently con- 
firmed. Gen. Villa was again the man 
of the hour, and the pulse of the peo- 
ple showed plainly that they believed 
their military leader to be invulner- 
able. Not a doubt remains apparently 
in the inflammed minds of those who 
have rebelled against Huerta that Gen. 
Villa will sweep away all opposition 
even to the very gates of the old castle 
of Chapultepec. 

Federal sympathizers across the river 
in El Paso, however, were silent in 
their hope that Villa would be serious- 
ly checked at Saltillo or some other 
stronghold between Torreon and Mex- 
leo City. 

Villa's army of not more than 12.000 
men, Was pitted against approximately 
15,000 men in the forts at San Pedro.

Frisco Repudiated Purchase for 
$1,500,000 on Plea Stock- 
holders Didn’t Affirm It. 


The appointment of a receiver for the 
Cape Girardeau & Northern Railroad. 
one of the ‘“‘Houck lines,’ extending 
from the Thebes Bridge to Farmington, 
Mo., has added another complication to 
the much-tangled affairs of the F'risco 
Railroad, which has been in the hands 
of receivers for nearly a year. 
The receivership for the Cape Girar- 
deau & Northern has been authorized 
by Judge R. G. Ranney of the Cape 
Girardeau Court of Common Pleas. John 
W. Fristoe of St. Louis, former mem- 
ber of the Police Board, was appointed 
,eceiver. The suit for the receivership 
was filed by Gibony Houck of Cape 
Girardeau, son of Louis Houck, who 
built the road and sold it to the Frisco. 
A short time before the appoint- 
ment of receivers for the Frisco, it 
executed a contract with Louis Houck 
for the purchase of the Cape Girar- 
deau & Northern Railroad, or rather 
the several different lines which were 
afterwards merged to form that roa. 
The purchase price was $1,500,000, 
Houck taking bonds of the road in 
payment. 

Frisco Repudiates Contract. 
After the Frisco receivership, the 
Frisco refused to receive the Cape 
Girardeau & Northern Railroad, hold- 
ing that its contract of purchase was 
illegal, principally because it had 
not been ratified by the Frisco stock- 


holders. 
Houck filed suit against the Frisco to 


enforce the contract of purchase. He 
alleged the contract was written by 
the general counsel of the Frisco Rail- 
road, that the Cape Girardeau & Necrth- 
ern Railroad Co. was organized by the 
Frisco especially for the purpose of ti.«- 
ing over the properties and operating 
thém, and that the Frisco had assumed 
all legal obligations of the road. 
The Frisco stockholders never were 
consulted about any of the purchases 
of feeder lines in the Southwest, such 
as the Brownsville, and New Orleans, 
Texas & Mexico. These purchases were 
approved by the board of directors only. 
The purchase of the Cape Girarceau 
& Northern was made by J. H. Byrd & 
Co. of St. Louis, acting as agents for 
the Frisco. Byrd was instructed by 
Benjamin F. Yoakum, former chairman 
of the board of directors of the Frisco, 
to buy the road. He holds that he de- 
livered the road to the Frisco. } 
The general offices of the road are at 
Cape Girardeau. It runs from Cape Gi- 
rardeau to Perryville, thence thragh 
the rich Saline Valley in Ste. Genevievs 
County, terminating at Farmington, the 
center of the St. Francols County lead 
belt. 


Houck’s Claim Is for $14,300. 
The claim of Gibony Houck against 


the road aggregated $14,300. This was 


leged in his petition. He charged that 
the road had not paid the interest on 
the $1,500,000 of outstanding bonds, and 
that $75,000 of interest was due and pay- 
able; that it had not paid its taxes in 
any of the counties through which it 
passes and that suits have been filed 
against it in several counties; that the 
company owes the Baldwin Locomotive 
Co. $338,000 for three locomotives; that it 
owes the American Locomotive Co. $1i,- 
400, and that it owes other smaller debts, 
and has never been able to pay its em- 
ployes promptly. 
The appointment of a receiver for the 
company places the Frisco Railroad in 


road. The road may be sold, under the 
receiver’s orders, to satisfy the claims 
of its creditors. If a judgment should 
be rendered against the Frisco, affirm- 
ing its contract of purchase, the Frisco 
would have to pay for the road, even 
though it may have been sold for the 
benefit of creditors.

The House Democrats will contend 
that the petition asks for a double elec- 
tion, they have indicated, and will ac- 
cordingly prepare a bill fixing the date 
of a special election some time in late 
July or early August.

The loss of seven lives in the Boston hotel 
fire Tuesday morning is part of a continued story, 
the next chapter of which will be told in some 
American city, perhaps tomorrow, certainly withb- 
in a few days. 

During the 92 days from Jan. 1 to April 2 of 
this year there were no less than 162 hotel fires 
in the United States and Canada—a fire every

tel fires, according to the records kept by “Safety 
Engineering,” aggregated $4,500,000—$1,500,000 a 
month or $50,000 a day. |

palling record was that fn the St. Louis M. A. C. 
fire, March 9, when 30 victims of fire-trap con- 
struction and official neglect perished.

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A MILE OF MODEL ROAD. 

The plan proposed by Messrs. Claude §. Ken- 

nerly, Harry B. Hawes and others to build a mile 
of permanent road in St. Louls County as a 
model deserves encouragement from many sources. 
It first deserves the co-operation of the county 
authorities and the new Good Roads Association 
organized Monday, and it should have the sup- 
port of every benefited interest in the city as well 
af county. 
One mile of model highway means more Ciiies 
shortly, and eventually a complete system of per- 
fect roadway approaches to the city. To the city 
this would be equivalent to prolonging city streets 
and parkways, of incalculable advantage, and for 
the country it would facilitate access, promote 
economy and heighten property values. 

Twenty miles of model highway, to endure for 
centuries, could have been built for the sum with 
which St. Louis County has patched or constructed 
its imperfect roads fn the one year just passed. 
In the long run model roads cost less than 
cheaper ones. 

To the city as well as to the county the adver- 
tisement of a system of perfect roads would alone 
be worth the cost.

WARD REPRESENTATION. 

The minority of the Board of Freeholders— 
Messrs. Judson, Aloe, McDonald and Rowe— 
were right in opposing ward representation in 
the Municipal Assembly created by the proposed 
city charter. 

A municipal legislature with ward representa- 
tion is a back number. The small compact gov- 
erning board chosen from the best citizenship 
regardless of artificial boundaries or sections is 
the modern ideal. 

The small body makes the short ballot—which 
is of vital importance to good government—pos- 
sible. It leaves the voters untrammeled in the 
choice of candidates. It breaks the power;of the 
ward machine bosses. 

We do not believe that ward representation 
will amount to much as a sop to politicians. The 
spoils politicians will oppose the new charter on 
account of its efficiency system. The corrupt 
politicians who are backed by the franchise in- 
terests will oppose it on account of the sweep- 
ing powers it confers on the city. 

We believe the winning campaign for the 
charter must be based upon an appeal to the 
people for efficient, honest government against 
the special interests and the professional poli- 
ticians. 

Although the Post-Dispatch favors the smaller 
body, we have not made it an imperative condi- 
tion of the new charter for several reasons. 

The members of the reorganized Assembly, if 
they must represent wards, will be nominated 
and elected at large. The whole city must pass 
upon the fitness of candidates. This is a great 
advantage over the present method of nominat- 
ing and electing candidates for the House of 
Delegates. 

The disadvantages of ward representation will 
in large measure be overcome by other excellent 
provisions in accord with the best modern char- 
ters. The adoption of the new charter would be 
justified by the clauses relating to public utilities 
alone, or by the creation of the apportionment 
board, or by the reorganization of the Board of 
Public Improvements and the departments, or 
even by the park district system. 

We believe that the Board of Freeholders should 
have rejected the ward representation system 
and adopted the city representation system with 
a small legislature. But we do not believe that 
citizens should reject the charter on account of 
the defect. We believe that a few minor defects 
should be overlooked in order to gain invaluable 
advantages that have been provided in the new 
charter. 

The few defects can be corrected at any time 
by amendment. We should make sure of gain- 
ing the big vital reforms. 
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FROLIO OR A FIGHT? 

To reinforce the seven American war vessels 
now at Tampico with the full strength of the 
Atlantic fleet means the most formidable naval 
demonstration ever made in Mexican waters. 
That it also means that we have reached the 
end of our “watchful waiting” is by no means a 
necessary conclusion. The present significance 
of naval movements is only that a crisis has de- 
veloped having within itself all the possibilities 
of new and radical changes in policy. 
Watchful waiting has never signified that there 
might not be a time when the patience of the 
United States, great as it has been, would not be 
exhausted. It has never signified that there was 
not a point beyond which Huerta’s arrogance 
and opportunism and temporizing could not go. 
With the return of John Lind and the arrest 
while he was en route of the marines, aecom- 
panied by indignities to the flag under which they 
landed, conditions much more acute and delicate 
than heretofore have been created. 
The prompt according by Gen. Huerta of the 
full reparation demanded by Admiral Mayo would 
deprive these conditions of their existing grave 
aspect, but if the incident shall have a different, 
a more serious and much to be regretted outcome, 
President Wilson will have the support of the 
country in any new measures he may deem to be 
necessary for ending the disorder and strife that 
have so long menaced our own peace and com- 
fort. 

The sailing of the fleet means that we are 
fully prepated for eventualities, whether a frolic 
or a fight.

Captain and His Wife Are

NEW YORK, April 16.—Capt. H. QG. 
Hardy, his wife and eight members of 
his crew perished and only one sailor 
Was rescued from the lumber schooner 
Charles K. Bulkley, from Jacksonville, 
Fla., which was driven ashore in a 
northeast gale late last night near Long 
Branch, N. J., oniy a few miles from 
New York. 

The sailor. who was rescued virtually 
was lassoed by a line .shot -across the 
bow of the schooner and he was droaerod 
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ashcre through the tremendous surf. 

The identity ot the schooner was not 
established until today by life savers, 
who vainly sought to reach the wreck, 
on information that one man still might 
be alive in the rigging. 

The captain, his wife and the members 
ef the crew who perished had at- 
tempted to escape in a lifeboat, but it 
was overturned and all were spilled into 
the sea. 

Entangled in Lifeline, 

The rescued seaman is Emil Martin- 
son. He took his chances with the ship 
when the Captain and crew left her and 
was clinging to the rigging when a 
breeches buoy rope, one of four lines 
that had been ‘shot’ across the wreck, 
fell on him. He bedame entangled in 
the line and was dragged into the sea. 

The life savers from the shore waited 
several minutes without discovering a 
sign of life. aboard the ship and then 
began to haul in the lines. One offered 
more resistance than the others and 
one of the rescuers saw an object at 
the end of it. The entire crew dragged 
in the rope and out of .the sea came 
Martinson. 

The man was revived sufficiently to 
answer a few questions and then was 
taken to the Monmouth Hospital in the 
automobile of a wealthy shore resident. 
He-is not expected to live. 

The Charles K. Bulkiey was heavily 
laden with lumber... She was a three- 
masted schooner of 430 tons. Her home 
port was Newark, N. J. 

The schooner became unmanageable 
early last night. She first struck the 
beach near Seabright, N. J., then the 
wind caught her and swept her down 
the coast where she appeared to break 
in two. Her cargo of lumber kept her 
afloat though a great mass of it was 
swept away: |. 

Life savers rigged up searchlights on 
the beach and shot line after line to- 
ward the vessel. Because of the break- 
ers it was impossible to launch a boat. 
A great crowd stood on the beach 
watching the spectacle.

Stone Cleaner in Hospital After} 


Fall From Missouri Pacific 
Building. 


Hugh Murphy, 29 years old, 911 Mar- 


ket street, fell from a third-floor window 
of the Missouri-Pacific Building, Sev- 


enth and Market’ streets, to the side- 
walk and suffered severe injuries, at 8:4 
a. m. Thursday, when a rope weakened 
by acid, holding a paint ladder, parted 
and precipitated the ladder and two 
stone cleaners to the ground. Mur- 
phy was taken to the city hospital. 

Albert Hecker of 1411 Chouteau ave- 
nue had just stepped on the ladder with 
Murphy and when the rope broke he 
grasped another line and slid down to 
the ground. He was not hurt. William 
Maloy, 911 Market street, who had been 
assisting two other employes of the 
Enterprise Compressed Air Whitening 
Co., 1118 Chestnut street, in swinging 
another ladder on the Market street 
side of the bullding, was preparing to 
mount the ladder a minute before it 
fell. 

A mixture of muriatic acid, pumice 
stone and water fs used in cleaning the 
stonework and, according to Murphy's 
fellow workmen, the continual dripping 
of the liquid on the rope caused the 
strands to rot and break. 

The men worked on the ladder all day 
Wednesday and the acid in the mixture 
apparently finished its work during the 
night, for when Murphy and Hecker 
stepped through the window their 
weight on the ladder caused the rope 
to part at the pulley. 

At the city hospital it was found that 
Murphy was injured internally in addi- 
tion to his cuts and bruises. He is a son 
of William Murphy of Hammond, Ind. 
He came to St. Louis three weeks ago.

United States’ Position. 

Since the United States does not rec- 
ognize the legality of Gen. Huerta's 
government, it had ignored his right ts 
extend or refuse permission for Amer- 
ican war vessels to stay in Mexican wa- 
ters and has kept its men of war there 
on the ground that a condition of an- 
archy in Mexico justified under inter- 
national practice the continued pres- 
ence of the vessels as a measure of pro- 
tection to foreign residents. 

To date Rear Admiral Mayo, who has 
been in frequent communication with 
tear Admiral Fletcher at Vera Cruz, 
has been in charge of the situation at 
Tampico. His acts there have carrisd 
the full approval of Washington offi- 
cials. Immediately after his demand 
for a salute of the United States flag, 
in reparation for the arrest of blue- 
jackets from the Dolphin, he cabled 
what he had done to Washington and 
the Government immediately backed 
him up in his stand. Under these. cir- 
cumstances the demand becomes that 
of the United States Government. 

President Wiison already has 
phatically pointed out to Gen. Huerta 
through Charge O'Shaughnessy that 
while concillatory methods and diplo- 
matic correspondence might have been 
accepted in the past, the time had come 
when a definite answer must be given 
shortly to the demand for a salute to 
the Americans in towns held by the 
Federals.

“Intervention which murder and rob- 
bery failed to bring about is apparently 
to be the punishment for a merely sym- 
bolic slight on American dignity.’’ 

Expressing its admiration for the abil- 
ity and the motives of President Wilson, 
the Guardian says it is impossible to 
suppress doubts and misgiving on his 
Mexican policy. It continues: 

“Why should Villa murder with im- 
punity and Gen. Huerta be chastised 
with the whole strength of the right 
arm of the United States for a mere 
breach of international politeness? It 
would bé far easier to bring Villa to 
a better frame of mind than to teach 
Huerta manners. In the one case it 
would have been enough to threaten

The Standard Says: “The big stick 
which Roosevelt would have used long 
ago has at last been srasped.

The Daily Mail Says: “If President 
Huerta has the sense with which he js 
generally credited in Europe he will lose 
no time in making his amends honor- 
able to the United States. That he 
should deliberately provoke war With go 
formidable a power on the question of 
a salute seems unthinkable.’’ 

Temporary Proteetorate. 

The Mail thinks that in the event of 
war and the ejection of Huerta, a tem- 
porary protectorate of Mexico is in- 
evitable. 

The Chronicle argues that any sor- 
ereign state might without lose of dig- 
nity have condoned the Tampico af- 
front on receipt of the apology which 
Huerta has already tendered, and BAYS: 
“It is, therefore, difficult to disconnect 
the President’s action entirely from th« 
return of Mr. Lind. It is evident tha: 
Mr. Lind went home to urge stronger 
measures, and altronger measures havo 
followed forthwith. They need not tn- 
volve war. The Americans need only 
to sit tight at Tampico and Vera Cruz 
and collect the customs.”’

Had 


Miss Jennie M. Shannon 
Not Been Empolyed for 
Several Months. 


Miss Jennie M. Shannon, 27 years old, 


formerly a manicure in the Third Na- 
tional Bank Building Barber Shop, was 
found dead from the effects of chloro- 
form in Mrs. Lulu Heavin’s boarding 
house, 5147A Delmar boulevard, at 10 p. 
m. Wednesday. 

She had been out of employment since 
December. Her home was in Binkham- 
ton, N. Y., and her father and brother 
had been sending money to her for her 
support. 

When Miss Shannon was found dead 
shs lay fully clothed on her bed. Her 
right hand, holding a piece of cotton 
saturated with chloroform, was over her 
mouth and nostrils. In her left hand 
was an empty chloroform bottle. 


Complained of Headache. 

Mrs. Heavin said Miss Shannon re- 
cently had been corresponding with a 
lawyer in New York State and had 
said that she expected to visit her home!

EL PASO, Tex., April 16.—Regardless oi 
public statements by Constitutionalist 
officials that they will have no part in 
movements against the United 
States, the ill feeling against Ameri. 
cans in Juarez is growing more bitter,

The general offices 
are at 1001 Washington avenue, and the 
factory plant is at Twenty-first street 
and Lucas avenue. 

Mauldin said the Craddock-Terry firm 
and the Witt company already had 
merged with a capitalization of $2,000,000 
and a business of $5,000,000 a year. He 
said it was one of the largest shoe en- 
terprises in the East. 

“This deal is not yet consummated,’ 
said Mauldin, “but probably will be 
when we have gone over details with 
Mr. Craddock, who will arrive from 
Lynchburg, Monday. We are not nego- 
tiating to sell, as was published in a 
morning paper. The only reason the 
deal was not made public was because 
we had not had time to place the prop- 
osition properly before our stockholders 
and publicity might have put us in an 
ee ee position.

TOLLS EXEMPT 


Hitherto Unpublished Speech 
Tells Why Congress Passed 
and He Signed Provision. 


LETTER READ 


Senate Committee in Repeal 
Hearing Obtains His Interpre- 
tation of Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—The Pan- 
ama tolls hearing today before the Sen- 
ate Canals Committee brought out a 
hitherto unpublished speech by former 
President Taft and correspondence of 
Joseph H. Choate, American Ambassa- 
dor at London during negotiations of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. Dr. Ernst 
Richard, representing the North Amer- 
ican Gymnastic Union, appeared in 
favor of the repeal. 
The speech of Taft, said to have been 
delivered before the Canadian’ Club tin 
Ottawa last January, was introduced 
by. Senator Simmons, who said he be- 
lieved it to be authentic. 
In this speech Taft was quoted as say- 
ing: 

Quotation From Speech, 

We shall doubtless have to arbi- 
trate the matter unless Congress re- 
verses itself. There are some hot- 
heads that talk in absurd tones about 
the right of the United States to 
manage her own canal and her own 
property as she likes, no matter 
what she has agreed to, but this is 
all froth. These are the explosiv- 
istas. The idea: of Congress in passing 
the bill and my own in signing it was 
that we were thus giving our subsidy 
to our coastwise ships between New 
York and San Francisco and Boston 
and Seattle, as we did in the early 
days of our transcontinental  rail- 
ways. 

All I object to is being told, when 
I approve the putting on of coast- 
wise exemption, that I favor break- 
ing a treaty. I am not in favor of 
breaking treaties, but the question 
is what the treaty means. 

Choate on the Treaty. 
Choate declare@ in a letter to 
Henry White, presented to the com- 
mittee that his official correspond- 
ence established beyond question the 
intent of the parties in the negota- 
tions; that the treaty should mean 
exactly what it says and excludes 
the possibility of the exemption of 
any kind of vessels of the United 
States. Equality between the United 
States and Great Britain is the con- 
stant theme. 
“It is not gentlemanlike to insinu- 
ate that President Wilson and those 
who share his point of view,” said 
Dr Richard, ‘do so from cowardice 
or from fear of Great Britain.”

Court of Appeals today listened to argu- 
ments on the question of the legality of 
the impeachment and removal from of- 
fice of former Gov. William Sulzer. 

The proceedings, which were institued 
by Sulzer himself in an effort to have 
the United States Supreme Court pass 
on the validity of the impeachment, 
were brought against William 58. Sohm- 
er, the State Comptroller, to compel 
him to pay the former executive the 
salary of Governor from the date of 
his removal. Sulzer has drawn an As- 
semblyman’s salary from the State in 
the meantime. 

A peculiar feature of the action is 
that the judges of the Court of.Ap- 
peals, who were members of the Court 
of Impeachment, are asked to set aside 
the verdict for which they voted when 
Sulzer was removed from office. 

Right of Court Review. 

In nts brief, opposing the Sulzer re- 
juest, Attorney-General Carmody argued 
that the courts of the State had no 
right to review the determination of the 
Court of Impeachment, and that Sulzer 
abandoned the office of Governor by ac- 
quiescing in the judgment of the im- 
peachment court and accepting the of- 
fice of member of the Assembly. 

Alexander S. Bacon, in behalf of the 
former Governor, raised practically all 
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Sulzer’s counsel in the court of im- 
peachment. 

Taking up the question of Sulzer’s re- 
linquishing his claim to the governorship 
by becoming a member of the Assembly, 
Bacon’s brief held that this case could 
not be classed with those in which a 
man deliberately ahandons office by ac- 
cepting another. 

“Did Nothing Willingly.” 

“Gov. Sulzer was ousted,” the brief 
continued. ‘‘He did nothing willingly 
If he had not left the executive chambe: 
and the executive mansion, the clubs 
of policemen and the bayonets of the 
National Guard weuld have put him 
out.*’ 

Bacon also contended that the court 
of impeachment was limited fn its juris. 
diction and its acts could be reviewed 
by the State and federal judiciary.

It was evident from the beginning of active 
measures on the part of the Government that the 
Atlantic fleet was not ordered to Mexico solely 
on account of the Tampico incident. The war- 
ships in ‘Mexican waters would have supplied 
enough force for demonstration or retaliation to 
satisfy the point of honor involved in that case. 

In the conference with the heads of the Foreign 
Relations Committees of the Senate and House 
and in the official statement of the administra- 
tion sufficient light is thrown upon the Mexican 
situation to indicate the real reason for so great 
a concentration of naval force. See. »~ 

The Tampico arrest was the culmination ef a 


series of indignities, “manifestations of ill will 
and contempt,” as they are gens pe ay offi- 
clal statement, which have been infli ted upon 
the United States. Only another arrest and the 
holding up of official dispatches are mentioned, 
but they suffice for illustration. 

In addition to these contemptuous insults, Spe- 
cial Envoy Lind undoubtedly presented facts bear- 
ing upon Mexican conditions and the attitude of 
the Huerta government which convinced the Presi- 
dent and his advisers of the necessity of having 
a great:force available for swift action for the pro- 
tection of American citizens and American inter- 
ests. The intimation that Tampico and Vera Cruz 
may be seized reveals the imminent possibilities 
of aggressive action which may lead to actual 
war. 

Fortunately, Congress is in session and appar- 
ently {s a unit in support of the President's ac- 
tion. Representatives of all parties offer assur- 
ances of harmonious co-operation in any meas- 
ures that may be necessary to vindicate the honor 
and protect the interests of the country. 

In this crisis when the use of force may become 
imperative, the policy of patience and good will 
which the President has followed is invaluable as 
a proof of our disposition and as a justification 
for aggressive measures to enforce respect for 
the nation and for American citizens. Our proven 
desire for peace will be a tower of strength in the 


event.of war.

SEND DOWN THE ‘‘ERASTUS WHLLS.’’ 

Now that Huerta has compelled President Wi1- 
son to recognize him and send all the available 
boats to demonstrate at Tampico, let us by all 
means send down the Erastus Wells, which is the 
most demonstrative boat afloat. 
This doughty craft, notorious for the funkets 
of the Joint Committee of the Municipal Assem- 
bly free bridge enthusfasts, is capable of making 
more of a demonstration in proportion to its size 
end draft than any dreadnaught that rides the 
deep. | 
This was the boat that got right up behind 
Taft's boat and held the place in the famous race 
down. the river in 1909.

IMPATIENT OF CONGRESS. 

President Wilson wants what he wants when 
he wants it, with true American impatience. But 
it is not an unreasonable impatience with which 
he and the country await the Senate’s passage 
‘of the tolls exemption repeal bill. The Senate 
might have becomingly passed it in short order. 
Prompt action on a measure involving national 
honor and seeking to undo an act of dishonor 
would enhance rather than sacrifice the Senate’s 
dignity. But the Senate shows a disposition to 
mouth tediously over a measure which public 
opinion has ordered into law and which ultimate- 
ly must become law. 

Mr. Wilson’s method of accelerating the legis- 
lative process is admirable and constitutional. 
He is not endeavoring to legislate, himself, with 
the big stick; he does not roar commands at 
“the other end of the avenue.” Keeping within 
his executive prerogatives, he quietly intimates 
that he has plenty of work in addition to the 
canal tolls matter which he will request Con- 
gress to do before vacation. The easy manner 
in which he takes the tolls exemption repeal for 
granted and goes on to expect a rural credits law 
and some trust legislation before the session {gs 
ended bespeaks the tact which marks statesmen. 
lt requires little imagination to fancy a twinkle 
in the executive eye when he intimates that Con- 
gress can finish all its has to do before July 1. 
The silent hint is that it will have to hurry. 

If his announcement does not hasten the canal 
matter so that the new work can be taken up, 
Mr. Wilson has misread human nature and we 
misguess the probability.

Whether or not you be- 
lieve this law to be just, the fact re- 
mains, and the rules of advancement 
turn upon it. 

The young man who seeks advance- 
ment must increase the yield of his 
work. If he wishes greater compen- 
sation he must do more valuable work. 
Hie must earn his right to the increase 
in pay or responsibility before he is en- 
titled to receive it. 

The basic fault in a great many young 
men is their ignorance of this law. 
Their desires reach forward in advance 
of their productiveness. They crave 
greater power and greater pay before 
they demonstrate their right to it. 

They analyze the “boss” before they 
analyze themselves. They appraise him 
as unappreciative, or tight-fisted, or 
falsely prejudiced against them, or 
blind to their ability without turning 
themselves inside out for inspection. 
Often if they would study thelr own 
output of work, or their own advance- 
ment of ability, or their own rate of 
efficiency increase they would conclude 
the ‘“boss’’ to be a man of wise and just 
decisions. 

Don't appraise the boss. Appraise 
yourself. If you desire increased com- 
pensation, first make sure that you 
have increased your labor value.

Thus in 
this mad rush persons are numbers 
rather than human beings.”’ 

In like manner, just as soon as we 
lend ear to these extremists who would 
eliminate the natural elements of the 
ages and have us recognize guch serv- 
ice as may be rendered by one cook who 
can feed a hundred people or one wom- 
an who can keep in order 60 children— 
who insist on these deplorable but neo- 
essary alternatives for the home kitch- 
en and mother-love—then it tis time to 
call a halt on the extremist. 

The capsule form of food is still an 
algebraic problem, and no one has yet 
discovered a substitute for mother’s 
milk, 


All the “forward movements’ in the 
world cannot produce the value of a 
home, “‘be it ever so humble,” where 
at least many wild oats are tamed. Nor 
can all the trained baby experts of the 
twentieth century find something to 
equal the influence of a mother’s good- 
night kiss. 

Before abolishing the home and put- 
ting labels on babies for others to look 
after, so that mothers may go out into 
the world in the ‘“‘uplifting’’ business, 
let's do a little uplifting in the precincts 
which have long been tried and seldom 
found wanting. 

In the constant cry of ‘“Semething

| Tested Recipes 


Codfish With Parsnips. 
This is an old New England dish, 
greatly esteemed. Soak three pounds 
codfish over night in cold water. In 
the morning put into cold water and 
cook just below boiling point for an 
hour. Meantime, scrape and quarter a 
half-dozen parsnips, cook in boiling salt- 
ed water until tender and dish around 
the fish, Make a butter sauce, using 
two tablespoonfuls flour, one of butter 
or nice dripping, then add one cup boil- 
ing water little by little and stir until 
the sauce is thickened. Add three ta- 


salt and pepper. Boil three minutes 
longer, add a chopped hard-bofled egg 
and serve with the fish and parsnips. 


Seotch Eges. 

One cup of lean cooked ham chopped 
very fine; six hard-boiled eggs. Cook 
one-third of a cup of stale bread-crumbs 
in one-third of a cup of milk to a smooth 
paste. Mix with the ham; add half a 
teaspoonful of mixed mustard, half a 
saltspoonful of cayenne pepper, and one 
raw egg. Mix well, remove the shells 
from the eggs, and cover with the mix- 
ture. Fry in hot fat for two minutes. 
Drain, and serve hot or cold, for lunch or 
pienics. Cut them ifnto halves lengthwise, 
and arrange each half on a bed of fine 
parsley. The contrast between the green, 
red, white and yellow gives a very pretty 
effect, 

Cansauck Keg Toast. 

Sprinkle fresh toast with walnut, 
mushroom, or any savory catsup, then 
heap on it scrambled eggs in which milk 
has been used, and on top put a gen- 
erous layer of grated cheese; season 
with pepper and salt, and put under the 
oven flame of a gas stove. Let the 
cheese brown, then remove from oven 
and garnish the top with slices cut from 
black pickled walnuts, or a few capers 
or with thin strips of pimentos, or 
chopped chives.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Facing 
probabla indictment and criminal pros- 
ecution for refusal to respond to “law- 
ful questions” of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in the New Haven 
irquiry, respecting the operations of 
the Billard company, some of the re- 
calcitrant witnesses have indicated their 
willingness to testify. 

Joseph W. Folk, chief counsel of the 
commission, today received a _ letter 
from Henry Stoddard of New Haven, 
Conn., representing two of the wit- 
resses, insisting that it was “unfair” 
to his clients for the commission to 
invoke the criminal statutes. 

Hie felt that, ‘‘in all justice,”” the 
points in issue ought to be threshed 
out in a civil proceeding. His clients, it 
was pointed out, did not wish to be 
placed under the stigma of an indict- 
ment and, rather than suffer such hu- 
miliation would give their testimony 
under protest.
